You  either  have  read,  or  you  probably  will 
read ,  in  this  issue  of  T.C.M.  an  item  concerning 
the  meeting  of  the  principals  of  four  TattersaH’s 
clubs.

the  year  1770.  Since  then  however  it  has  widened 
in  its  implication  until  today  it  has  become 
synonomous  with  all  that  is  fine,  honourable  and 
“sporting”  in  almost  any  field  of  endeavour.  In 
fact  it  now  almost  connotes  a  philosophy  of  life 
rather  than  anything  more  tangible;  a  philosophy 
which  carries  over  from  a  more  gracious  and 
chivalrous  era  the  principles  of  fair  play  and  fair 
dealing  into  the  affairs  of  our  everyday  life. 

Isn’t  it  only  natural  then  that  we  can  feel  proud 
of  being  part  of  this  very  fine  tradition  known 
as  “TattersalTs” . 
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AUTOGRAPHS  EXTRAORDINARY 

No  doubt  most  of  us  have  had  an 
autograph  collection  at  some  time  in  our 
lives  and  do  doubt  it  went  the  way  of 
most  of  its  ilk.  But  a  man  who  has  made 
a  real  hobby  of  autographs  and  who  has 
done  a  monumental,  painstaking  and 
sustained  job  of  collecting  them  is 
Tattersall’s  member,  Cleve  Carney. 
Cleve’s  collection  is  truly  amazing. 
Some  of  the  categories  under  which  he 
collects  include  Presidents,  Rulers, 
Generals,  Admirals,  British  and  Aus¬ 
tralian  Politicians,  Musicians,  Explorers, 
Ballerinas,  Artists,  Actors,  Writers  and 
Astronauts.  It  is  not  only  the  scope 
Cleve  covers  that  is  so  impressive  in 
his  collection  but  the  thoroughness  and 
determination  with  which  he  goes  after 
the  names.  In  virtually  every  one  of 
the  categories  mentioned  he  has  every 
available  name.  For  instance  he  has 
every  British,  American  and  Australian 
Army  General  since  the  first  World 
War.  Service  leaders  are  Cleve’s 
speciality  and  his  collection  here  in¬ 
cludes  such  names  as  Montgomery, 
Alexander,  Wavell  and  Alan  Brooke. 
On  the  Navy  side  too  his  collection  is 
complete  and  includes  Mountbatten, 
Cunningham,  Frazer  and  Creasy.  Cleve 
really  goes  about  things  the  right  way 
and  gives  a  page  in  his  specially  pre¬ 
pared  volumes  to  each  personality.  On 
it  as  well  as  the  signature  appears  a 
picture  and  a  brief  history.  Cleve  started 
on  his  collection  twenty  three  years  ago 
when  he  was  impressed  by  a  friend’s 
autograph  book.  He  decided  to  start 
one  of  his  own  and  unlike  most  of  us 
has  stuck  to  it  ever  since.  He  intends 
to  give  his  collection  of  Service  auto¬ 
graphs  to  the  Imperial  War  Museum  in 
due  course.  Hearty  congratulations  on 
the  most  comprehensive  and  beautifully 
prepared  autograph  collection  we’ve  ever 
seen  Cleve.

trip  connected  with  the  banking  field  of  which  he  was  a  well 
known  and  prominent  member. 

The  manner  of  his  death  was  without  warning.  While 
enjoying  the  stopover  of  the  ship  on  which  he  was  travelhng 
in  Tahiti  he  collapsed  in  the  street  and  was  dead  befor 
could  be  taken  back  on  board. 

Johnnie’s  passing  will  be  a  great  loss  to  the  members  of 

Tattersall’s;  not  only  to  those  who  knew  him  pereonally  ^ut 
to  us  all  for  he  was  a  hard  and  efficient  Committee  worke 
who  brought  to  this  task  a  wide  experience  in  commerce  and 
a  humanity  born  of  a  genuine  affection  and  respect  for  h 
fellow-man.

Perhaps  the  feelings  of  his  fellow  Committeemen  is  best 
expressed  in  the  comment  of  our  Chairman,  Prank  Carbtrry. 
Frank  says: 

“It  was  a  deep  shock  to  us  all  to  learn  of  Johnnie’s  death. 
With  it  we  have  lost  both  a  very  good  and  well  loved  frien 
and  a  sound,  sincere  and  enthusiastic  Club  executive.  His 
jovial  presence  will  be  sadly  missed  at  our  board  meetings  and 
his  memory  will  live  long  amongst  us.  ’ 

Johnnie  was  only  a  comparatively  young  man  when  he 
died— in  his  early  sixties— and  was  at  the  height  of  a  brilliant 
career  in  banking,  the  profession  which  occupied  all  of  his 
working  life.  He  was  a  Commissioner  of  the  Rural  Bank  and 
had  worked  his  way  to  this  position  during  thirty  years  with 
the  organization.  During  this  time  he  held  most  of  the  senior 
positions  in  the  bank  and  was  a  fully  qualified  accountant  and 
secretary. 

In  obtaining  his  qualifications  in  the  two  latter  fields  he 
came  first  in  the  Commonwealth  in  both  his  intermediate  and 
final  examinations. 

While  Johnnie  is  gone  from  us  in  person  he  will  remain 
with  many  in  spirit  for  those  who  knew  him  and  came  in 
contact  with  the  kindly  qualities  which  made  up  his  likeable 
personality  will  all  be  a  little  better  for  having  done  so.

The  Camera  Club,  now  a  well  established  identity  within  TattersalPs,  featured  two  interesting  films  at  a  special 
showing  last  month.  Both  were  filmed  by  Camera  Club  member,  Lincoln  Hamilton. 


AIMS  AND  OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB 


The  first  of  the  films  was  called 
“Walkabout  1963”  and  covered  graphic¬ 
ally  a  tour  of  Northern  Territory  and 
Central  and  Western  Australia.  The 
tour  was  arranged  by  the  Graziers  of 
N.S.W.,  and  Lincoln  went  along  com¬ 
plete  with  movie  camera.  With  it  he 
caught  the  fascinating  atmosphere  of 
such  places  as  Charleville,  Katherine, 
Darwin,  Wyndham  and  Derby. 

The  other  film  was  a  short  which 
featured  Alice  Springs. 

Both  were  in  16  mm.  full  colour  and 
were  rated  as  first-class  productions  by 
all  members  of  the  club.  This  was  not 
surprising  as  Lincoln  has  had  plenty  of 
experience  at  movie-making.  He  has,  in 
fact,  been  at  it  since  1938  as  a  hobby 
and  since  then  has  taken  thousands  of 
feet  of  film.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Amateur  Cine  Society  and  his  know¬ 
ledge  and  experience  is  proving  a  great 
help  to  Camera  Club  members  interested 
in  movie  work. 

Another  activity  of  the  Camera  Club 
since  it  was  last  reported  in  these  col¬ 
umns,  was  the  establishment  of  a  Club 
policy.  To  give  readers  an  idea  of  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  Club,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  is  the  policy  they  have  adopted. 


1  To  bring  together  on  a  regular  basis  and 
in  an  atmosphere  of  friendliness  and 
helpfulness  all  those  members  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club  who  are  interested  in  any 
branch  of  photography. 

2.  To  promote  the  exchange  of  artistic  and 
technical  photographic  information  for 
the  benefit  of  all  members  of  the  Tatter- 
sail’s  Camera  Club. 

3.  To  hold  regular  showings  and/or  exhi¬ 
bitions  of  still  and  movie  photographic 
work  carried  out  by  both  members  of 
Tattersall’s  Camera  Club  and  outside 
sources,  whose  work  for  some  reason  or 
another  may  be  either  interesting  or 
instructive. 

4.  To  promote  photographic  field  days  during 
which  members  will  have  the  opportunity 
of  carrying  out  outdoor  photography  of 
all  kinds. 

5.  To  promote  photographic  competitions  of 
various  kinds  amongst  members  and  make 
awards  appropriate  at  the  time. 

6.  To  maintain  liaison  with  the  Editor  of 
Tattersall’s  Magazine  for  the  purpose  of: 

(a)  Giving  him  regular  copy  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  Camera  Club  so 
that  it  can  be  published  for  the 
general  betterment  of  the  section. 


(b)  Having  him  publish  various  photo¬ 
graphs  taken  by  members  which  for 
some  reason  merit  publication. 

7.  To  appoint  from  the  Camera  Club  from 
time  to  time  a  Publicity  Officer  who  will 
carry  out  the  liaison  set  out  in  item  6 
and  also  carry  out  any  other  duties  of 
a  publicity  nature  which  may  occur  from 
time  to  time. 

8.  To  arrange  lectures,  talks  and  criticisms 
from  photographic  experts,  either  from 
within  the  Camera  Club  or  outside  it,  for 
the  benefit  of  members. 

9.  To  organise  social  gatherings  and  out¬ 
ings  for  members  of  the  Camera  Club 
and  their  families  from  time  to  time. 

10.  To  foster  liaison  with  Camera  Clubs  of 
a  similar  nature. 

11.  Use  the  photographic  facilities  of  the 
Camera  Club  to  assist  Tattersall’s  Club 
proper  in  various  ways  such  as  taking 
photographs  of  general  club  functions 
from  time  to  time. 

12.  To  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  or  a 
greater  number  if  it  seem  desirable,  plus 
a  chairman,  by  democratic  poll,  to  con¬ 
trol  the  affairs  of  the  Camera  Club  with 
the  assistance  of  various  Sub-Committees.
